Jackson, Calif., Sept. 22.—One body 
was miming yesterday among those of

forty-seven gold 
miners 
who 
perished from gas nearly a mile down 
in the Argonaut shaft. 
By a whim of 
fate it was the body of William Fes­ 
se!, the man who wrote on the rock 
with the smoke of his miners’ lamp a 
farewell message for all the doomed 
forty-seven. 
Fessel wrote: “Gas get­ 
ting bad. 
3 o’clock.” 
This was three hours after the min­ 
ers were trapped by the fire above 
them. 
And it uras Fessel’s body, 
mine officials announced today, that 
had vanished. 
Only his dying mes­ 
sage remained when the rescue crew 
of the United States Bureau of Mines 
checked their lists last night. 
Jt was hoped to find Fessel’s body 
yesterday. It was believed possible he, 
evidently a leader of the 
stricken 
shift, had crept from the chamber of 
death to a higher level, hoping to find 
some means of escape for his com­ 
rades. 
The men from the Bureau of 
Mines were certain, 
however, 
they 
counted forty seven bodies when, Mon­ 
day night, the gruesome discovery was 
made. 
They considered it more like­ 
ly Fessel’s body was buried by a cave­ 
in since the work of removal began.

They 
know what they are doing and they are going to do it right 
next election day by voting for McSparran for Governor.

Argonne battlefields, Fort Vaux, Ver­ 
dun, and the great American ceme­ 
tery at Romange where 11,000 Amer­ 
ican soldiers lie beneath gleaming 
crosses and from which 14,000 more 
bodies were removed to this country. 
Her trip through this section left the 
vivid impression of roll on roll of barb­ 
ed wire, dead tree trunks, and shell 
holes.

This was partic­ 
ularly true of the road between Brun- 
nen and Altdorf.

ed. 
Meats and strings of sphagetti 
were exposed to flies and dust here as 
elsewhere in the continent.

places visited.

at night was a sight not soon to be 
forgotten, as was moonlight on the bay 
of Naples. 
In Venice gondola rides 
and moonlight serenades gave pleas­ 
ure and enjoyment.
